JACKSONVILLE, Fla,, May 19.—Shortly 


before midnight fire was discovered on 
tho third floor of the Mohawk Itloot, 
corner of Bay and Market streets, thia 
Oity. The flamesspread slowly, bat the 
firemen were unable to oope with them, 
owing to the presence of combustibles 
which were stored there, conaistiug of 
oils, paints, blinds, cto.
